Civic Federation Requests the City to Take 
| Immediate Possession. 

The Civic Federation held a largely at- 
tended/ meeting at the Commerce club last 
night. | The Lake-Fropt tssue came up in the 
report of the Municipal committee on the con- 
ference recently held. The report was ex- 
pressed in a preamble and resolutions de. 
manding that ‘‘the city government take im- 
mediate formal! possession of its Lake-Front 
property, cause the removal or destruction of 
every building on the property except the Art 
Institute, force the Illinois Central railway to 
contra¢t itself strictly within its lawful limits, 
depress its roadbed and the 200 feet right 
of way granted it below the surface 
of the park and build across said 
roadbed and grant bridges at such 
points as may be convenient and necessary to 
the people for their free and unobstructed 
passage from the west side of their park to 
what will be its most attractive feature, the 
lake shore.’’ It was suggested that the city 
should have such grounds as are now free in 
the park improved by the planting of trees, 
the cultivation of grass‘and flowers. and the 
making of paths for the people. Along the 
lake shore especialiy the park should be beau- 
tified, the piers and docks be made attractive.

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SMASH THEIR FACES. 


ORANE BROS.’ STRIKERS VIGOROUS- 


LY ASSAULT NON-UNION MEN. 


Follow Them Like Sleuths Until Beyond 
Polite Protection and Then the Siug- 
ging Begins—Some of the Victims in 
Hospitals<Arrests, Followed by Fines 
Extra Call of Police to Protect the 
Workers<Union Serves a Thirty Days’ 
NoticeOther Labor Troubles. 


The strike at Crane Bros.’ is getting 
lively these days. The company is running 
with a force—more or fess large—of non- 
union men, The men have picketed the 
works and use the argument of assault and 
battery whenever they get a chance. 
There is a heavy police . guard, 
which was increased yesterday by a de- 
tail of a dozen offices from 
plaines street, At noon and évening 
the chief officers of the factory hurry the non- 
union men out in squads from ten to twenty 
and help them on cable cars. Twice as many 
strikers spring on the same cars, and when 
the non-union men leave the cats and get out 
of sight of the officers they are assauited by 
the strikers and beaten into a condition for 
the hospital. These scenes are enacted daily. 
Strikers when arrested are fined. , Yesterday 
there were lively scenes at the company’s fac- 
tories. Neither side in the Crane Bros.’ fight 
will concede an inch. 

Three hundred men were at work yesterday 
in the Jefferson street factory. At the Judd 
street. factory the number at work is much 
smaller. The Desplaines street viaduct was 
black with strikers at 5 p.m. yesterday. 
They were waiting for: the non-union men. 
After the strikers had captured several cable 
trains the police saw them and cleared 
the viaduct. This simply had the 
effect of. driving the. strikers 
further north on Milwaukee avenue. 
Fifty of the non-union employés of the factory 
were turned out on the Jefferson street side. 
They were brought out in squads of fifteen 
each and escorted by policemen south to’ the 
Milwaukee avenue cable cars at Washington 
street. Each squad was accompanied by 
Strikers followed them when 
they took the cars and went along watching 
for a chance to assault them. 


Slashed Him with Knaives. 


That these assaults are not mere pom- 
melings was shown Wednesday. At noon, 
within a half block of the factory on the west 
side of Jefferson atreet, midway between 
Randolph and bab ervey ym streets, a non- 
union man was making his way to the factory 
gate. He is an American. It was his first 
day at work in the factory. He was ap- 
proached from behind by half a dozen men, 
all foreigners. Without a word one of them 
oa pre him by the shoulder. whirled him 

alf way round, and cut him in the face with 
a dagger. He knocked his assailant down. 
Then with hot imprecations in a foreign 
tongue the others. assaulted him. He isa big 
fellow and knocked three of them down. 
Then they got him down, brutally beat him, 
cut him about the hands and arms with 
knives, and stabbed him in the shoulder. 
They all escaped, though no less than twenty- 
five policemen were on duty on the same 
street within a block of the scene, in- 
jured man was carried into a business-house 
nearby and his wounds dressed. He is now 
at his home confined to bed by his injuries. 
He probabiy will recover. No arrests. 

In order to prevent a repetition of the’ as- 
saults of Wednesday the force of officers at 
the works was increased. A dozen officers 
marched over from the Desplainesa Street Sta- 
tion just before 5 o’clock to the Desplaines 
street entrance to the works. As the work- 
men were dismissed. those who lived on 
Milwaukee avenue were marched to the Des- 

laihes street entrance and halted just inside the 

oor In groups of about forty they were let 
outinto the street, and when a cable train 
came along it was. stopped and the men 
crowded on. Then a couple of policemen got 
on, ong in front and the other on the rear plat- 
form, and the train moved on. The workmen 
who came out of the Desplaines street en- 
trance numbered about 120. Two of the last 
tocome out had their handson their hip- 
pockets as if grasping revolvers. They walked 
side by side south to Madison street. A dozen 
of the strikers followed them to Madison, but 
at a respectful distance, and made no attempt 
to molest them, 

At Judd getreet yesterday four women 
marched into the factory and compelled their 
husbands to quit work and go home with 
them. — 7

Marquette Property Deal.

Later, 
when I was sittmg at my desk, a clerk called 
out to ne that he had found an unrecorded 
deed among other papers. end asked if it 
should be placed on record, Unthinkingly I 
said * Yes,’ and the deeds were recorded.

Mr. Harding said the Marquette dock prop- 
erty was deeded to D. M. Cummings in ex- 
change for 250 Gogebic-bonds.

The new 
rate will be made effective for business tick- 
eted on and after next Sunday, April 22, all 
tickets to carry continuous passage limits, 
Mr. Caldwell announces that the above rates 
and arrangements will be available exclusive- 
ly for cash and prepaid foreiga immigrant 
traffic, with the understanding that no protec- 
tions will be guaranteed beyond a period of 
sixty days from actual date of sale ot prepail 
orders or tickets and in no case shall tickets 
or orders sold at these rates be protected beyond 
sixty days from date of withdrawal or cancel- 
lation of these rates and arrangements. 

This action on the part of the Western 
roads, it is believed. will soon force the Union 
Pacilic to terms. The rate established just 
covers the proportion of the Southern Pacific 
from Ogden to San Francisco and leaves no 
rate whatever for the service of the Union 
Pacific. As the latter is under contract 
bound to pay excessive commissions tp Im-

The Chicago Packing and Provision com- 
pany, which recently declared the semi-annual 
diviaenfis on the preferred and common 
stock, presents a showing of earnings for the 
year in sharp contrast to most of the indus- 
trials. This company stands preéminent 
among the English-American industrials ~ in 
its record of earnings. The result for the 
fiscal year endmg April 1 cannot but be 
highly pleasing to the stockholders: The 
earnings for the year are as large as for any 
of the five years during which the property 
has been controlled by the present corpora- 
tion, or for any of the five years previous to 
that. That is, earings for this yeaf 
are as large as the company has made in 
any yenr in the last ‘decade, A further 
retirement of bonds was made during the 
year and the total issue has now been reduced by 
$253,000, it standing at $550,000 against $803,- 
000 at the organization. of the company. The 
earnings for the year have been largely made 
under the munagement of Mr. Dee, and it has 
been demonstrated that the profits of the com- 
pany do not .depend, as some people have at 
times intimated, upon Mr. Botsford's services 
solely. While Mr. Botsford is still one of the 
heaviest stockholders in the company he has not 
for some time held any active position in the 
management. 

The tendency in the local money market is to- 
wards still greater ease. Money continues to ac- 
cumulate in the banks and the demand is any- 
thing but urgent. The quoted rate for call loans 
is 4 toS per cent, but even that minimum. rate 
could be|shaded, and it is probable that there is 
some truth in the reporta of 3 ‘per cent call 
money.

Pian by Which Absent Congressmen Can- 
not Draw Their Salaries. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 19.—By the new 
certificate reviving the old law in disuse 
for thirty. years ** docking” pay of mem- 
bers for ubsenteeism, the member certifies to 
the number of days he was absent during the 
month and the Speaker certifies to the 
amount due him. Sergeant-at-Arms Snow 
said of the new system: “I feel that it 
must result in much confusion and friction. 
There — will be many difficulties in 
keeping the accounts and members will 
necessarily be stibjected to .much_in- 
convenience. At present members draw cash 
frown the cashier or else make drafts at their 
banks on the balances with us. The .certifi- 
cates cannot be made until the last. moment. 
Then it is not within the bounds of possibility 
for 356 members of Congress to make out 
their certificates at the moment they are 
wanted. I cannot see how we can keep drafts 
and checks made by members through 
banks from going to protest. It will 
be no satisfactory thing to have 
a dozen. or more drafts going to 
protest at atime, with the attendent incon- 
venience and injury to the bank credit. of 
members. The first deductions will be next 
month. Cashier Ballentine anticipates a de- 
moralization’of his balances and is at a loss 
to know how they can be kept so that mem- 
bers can be paid, personally or by their 
drafts, with any assurance that they are not 
being overpaid. It sweeps away every vestige 
of the favors and ease of permits, with which 
the office has heretofore tried to facilitate 
money dealings with members.

It 
has been intimated in one paper that while 
the Mayor would not grant a license he would 
not allow the police to interfere if the so- 
called racing-men attempted to run without 


one. It would not be proper to assume that 


the Mayor will pursue such a course as that. 
He cannot afford to do so. So it may be 
taken for granted that there will be no pool- 
selling with incidental racing at Garfield 
Park and that the West-Siders will be free 
from an infliction they dread so much. There 
is no way in which the race-track can be re- 
opened. The courts will not order the grant- 
ing of a license and the police will interfere 
ifan attempt is made to1 run without one, 


THE GREAT NORTHERN STRIKE. 

For some days this important road, which 
runs from the Pacific coast to the Great Lakes, 
has been operated in part only. On the west- 
ern portion of the line no trains, passenger or 
freight, have been run. The employés have 
gone of a strike, not ordered by any of the old 
organizations, with which and with whose 
officers the road had no difficulty, but by a 
new organization which is seeking to supplant 
the old ones. The strikers have announced 
that they are “‘peaceable’’ and will protect 
the property of the company. They. have 
shown what they mean by “ peaceable”’ by re- 
fusing to allow mea who had not joined the 
strike to yun trains. They have taken violent 
possession of the property of the company and 
refused to let the company use it. _ 

This interference with the road-has been 
disastrous to the communities which depend 
on it. Mines have been closed and it is be- 
coming difficult to get necessary supplies. 
Nevertheless nothing has been done by local 
authorities to protect those men who wish to 


stay in the service of the road and work for it,” 


In some towns the company has been refused 
assistance by the authorities. The Mayor of 
one place has sent a dispatch to the President 
of the road reading, “ Send no scabs here.”’ 
His belief is that non-union men have no 
rights he is bound to protect. The officers of 
the old organizations of railway employés 
will not come to the relief of the road, though 
they have no quarrel with it and though the 
new organization if it succeeds will be likely 
to supplant theirs. 

Upable to get from State authorities the 
protection which is their right, the officers of 
the road have applied to the United States 
courts for assistance. The Judge of the 
Circuit Court for Minnesota and North Da- 
kota hase issued orders restraining the strik- 
ers from interfering by threats, force, or in- 
timidation with the employés or business of 
the Great Northern, and the leaders of the 
strike are required to appear in court week 
after next to show cause why they should not 
be restrained permanently from— 

Disabling'or rendering in any way unfit for im- 
mediate and convenient use any engines, cars, or 
other property of the Great Northern railroad 
company used by it or kept for use in inter-State 
commerce, the carrying of mails or government 
supplies, or from interfering in any manner with 
possession of any locomotives, cars, or other 
property of said “Great Northern railroad com- 
pany or in its custody for use in such commerce 
or carrying; and from interfering in any manner 
by force, threat, or intimidation with men who 
desire to continue in the service of the Great 
Northern railroad company for the purpose uf 
assisting in the carrying of the mails or supplies 
or in inter-State commerce; and from interfering 
with men employed by the said Great Northern 
company to take the places of those who quit the 
service of the company. 

And from interfering and obstructing the op- 
eration cf any portion of said railroad engaged 
in such commerce and carrying, and the run- 
} ning of engines and trains thereon-and thereover 
as usual. 

Very likely the enisniios of an Gijenction in 
this case wil! be followed by a protest that it 
is an attack on the rights of ‘‘orgunized la- 
bor.”” Perhaps Mr. McGann or some other 
demagfgue will ask the House of Representa- 
tives to appoint a committee to investigate 
Judge Sanborn’s conduct and impeach him 
because he dared to tell strikers that they 
must not make their strike effective’ by pre- 
venting the operation of the road until such 
time as its managers yield to their demands. 
But the Judge has done right, and it is to be 
hoped that the Judge whose jurisdiction ex- 
tends over Montana will follow his example. 

There should be no necessity for an appeal to 
United States courts. There would not be if 
State authorities did their duty. If Montana 
and North Dakota enforced their laws 
“peaceful’’ strikers would not uncouple 
trains and prevent the movement of passen- 
gers and freight. If the States fail to dotheir 
duty then an appeal to the United States 
becomes inevitable, and will not bein vain. 
The United States -will see that inter-State 
commerce at least is not interfered with and 
that the men engaged in carrying on that 
commerce are not molested, even if they do 
not wear a “‘union”’ badge. 
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“ARMIES” OF BEGGARS AND VAGABONDS. 
The President of the Illinois Federation of 
Labor has called on the Mayor *‘to plead the 
cause of the Kelly contingent of Coxey’s 
army.’ He asserted that the nien were all 
“respectable workingmen,”’ though he knows 
nothing about them, and said they ought not 
to be persecuted. The Mayor is said to have 
told him the men would not be interfered 
with if they behaved themselves and di@ not 
become a nuisance to the Chicago public. 

If the men whoare led by “Gen.” Kelly, 
“Gen.” Frye, or any other self-styled Gen. 
eral are ‘‘ respectable workingmen ”’ they have 
adopted a singular way of showing it. Judg- 
ing from their conduct they are beggars and 
vagabonds. They are beating their way and 
begging their way to Washington, not that 
they may get employment there, and not be- 
cause their homes are there. Some of them 
may have a wild idea that when they get to 
Washington Congress will do something for 
them. The majority have no such expecta- 
tion. They are in search of free food and 
free travel. 

These men going to Washington: « on what 
their leaders know is afool’s errand are either 
begging their way or using violent means to 
getaloog. In the more poorly policéd sec. 
tions east of the Mississippi they are “‘ captur. 
ing *’ trains as they call it. That isa breach 
of thelaw. The “respectable workingman”’ 
is not in the habit of taking forcible posses. 
sion of the property of a railroad company. 
Coxey’s “army” set an example which the 
other “ armies” are following, of beggmg for 
food and for money. if these trampers were 
required to feed themselves and pay their own! 
bills they would not make a day’s march. , — 

The Illinois law says that “‘ ail persons who 
go about begging.” “ who are habitually neg. 
lectful of their employment or their calling 
and do not lawfully provide for themselves,’' 
or who are found “ lodging in the night time 
in out-houses, sheds, barns, or unoccupied 
buildings or lodging in the open air ”’ are vag- 
abonds, and it is made the duty of the-const:- 
bles and police officers to arrest them upon 
view. Such vagdbonds, when convicted, are 
to be-sent to the jail or the calaboose. -

The public, 
“however, little knows the troubles which wait 
upon him and rarely realizes the doom which 
impends over him, for the record of the opera 
stage shows that all its managers sooner or 
later plunge into bankruptcy or end their 
careers in some form of poignant misery. 
The keeper of a menagerie has a much easier 
time than the manager of Italian opera, and 
his animals are much more easily kept in 
+ subjection than these so-called Italian song- 
birds. The outcome of all this business is in- 
evitable. It will be the same with this poly- 
glot troupe as it is with all of them. Worn 
out with its faction fights, another season the 
manager probably will tura up with a Ger- 
man troupe and enjoy a year’s rest, for, given 
the customary supply of beer and wurst, the 
dove of peace always hovers over the Ger- 
man troupe. The result is less fighting and 
more and better music. 


END OF A “NAPOLEON OF FINANCE.” 

‘The financial career of Henry 8S. Ives was a 
meteoric one. It lasted about three years 
and then came to an inglorious end, in true 
Napoleonic fashion. At the age of 18 he was 
a spittoon cleaner and sweeper and at 19 was 
gtaduated into a broker’s office at the salary 


age of 20, he made his first sensational move- 
inent by cornering the stock of asmall tele. 
gtaph company, but gained nothing by it, as 
the contracts were declared invalid. Then ne 
secured control of the Mineral Range line in 
Minnesota. He had only $13,000 to begin 
with, but/made that suffice by hypothécating 
the stock as soon as he had  0»pur- 
chased it. Between July, 1885, and De. 
cember, 1886, he ** absorbed ” nearly $840,- 
000 out of that line and started a 
banking house, secured by crooked methods 
control of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton road. blossomed out as master of the 
Vandalialine, and in about one month stole 
nearly $2,000,000. But his methods were 
expensive. He dissipated his funds as fast as 
they were acquired, In June, 1887, he be- 
came embarrassed and a month later his 
affairs went down withacrash. Subsequent 
investigation showed that by the time he was 
23 years old he had stolen and used in one 
way or another almost $6,000,000, and had 
nearly ruined three railroads, or at the tate of 
one in each year of his phenomenal career. 
In July, 1888, he was arrested, and was re- 
leased early in 1890. From that time ke was 


This isa most remarkable record, all the 
more so because of the tender age at ‘which it 
was made. Ives was only a boy when he 
made his venture in cornering the stock of 
the telegraph company, barely had attained 
his majority when he took hold of Hamilton 
and Dayton, and had not done growing phys. 
ically at thedate of his failure. It may be 
said of him that ali his acts were boyish at- 
tempjs to do what he supposed men might 
do, and were the results of a precocity of 
mania rather than of financial ability, still 
less of knavish calculation. That Ives was 
destitute of mora] principle may be admit- 
ted ; also that there was so much of method in 
his madness that he would have been a highly 
dangerous character if spared to - prey 
on the public after having arrived at 
years of maturity. But there was nothing of 
“good ” judgment in what he attempted. 
His acts were but an imperfect aping of what 
a few such men as Jay Gould had done, and 
he proved himseif to be no better than the 
frog which essayed to puff itself to the size of 
ah ox. His few months of experience in the 
office of 4 broker gave him an insight into 
some of tricks by which a few others had

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A surr has just been commenced 1m the Su- 
preme Court of the District of Columbia 
which will be followed with interest by gov- 
ernment employés whoare in the graded 
service and by those who believe in civil serv- 
ice reform. A clerk in the Treasury Depart- 
ment who was dismissed last fall for purely 
political reasons has fileda petition fora 
mandamus compelling the Secretary of the 
Treasury to restore him to his place. The 
petitioner says that the Register of; the Treas- 
ury under whom he worked told him he could 
keep his place if he would declare himself a 
Democrat. He refused to do so and also re- 
fused to promise—he being a member of the 
Examining Board for the department—to 
guarantee that a friend of the Register should 
pass the examination. 

After the clerk was removed he made com- 
plaint to the Civil Service Commission. Then 
Secretary Carlisle took the ground that there 
was nothing in the statutes to hinder his dis- 
missing a man, though his reasons for doing 
ao were pplitical, and he denied the right of 
the commission even to makean investiga- 
tion. It has been assumed thatthe law for- 
bade removals for political reasons and there- 
fore the Democrats have had to trump up 
charges often against persons whom they 
wished to get rid of for their politics and for 
no other reason. The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury has seen fitto putanother construction 
on the law and to take the ground that he can 
dismiss any clerk he pleases merely because 
he is a Republican and he wants the place for 
a Democrat. It is well that that question 
should be settled. If the position of the Sec- 
retary isa sound one the law might ,as well 
be repealed.

their loins girded, their shoes. on their feet, 
and staves in their hands in preparation for the 
journey into the desert. It is recorded that 
the journey was so much hastenec by the 
Egyptians on account of the deaths of their 
first born that the Israelites took up their 
dough before it was leavened, and baked 
cakes of that dough in the wilderness, for 
which reason the observance of the festival 
ever since has been marked by the eating of 
unleavened bread during the whole week of 
its continuance. It is understood that this 
and the eating of bitter herbs is observed even 


| by those of the Jews who do not feel it 


obligatory on them to kill the Paschal lamb 
and eat it in accordance with the rules said to 
have been given by Jahveh through Moses.

MORLEY’'S EVICTED TENANTS’ BILL. 


Government to Pay Half of Arrears=Strong 
Opposition Developed. 


Lonpon, April 19.—Sir William Harcourt. 


in the House of Commons today said that in 
view of the intended inquiry into the rela- 
tions existing between the three kingdoms 
the new spirits and beer taxes would be asked 
for only during the present year. oy 

John Morley introduced the evicted ten- 
ants’ bill. He said in considering the bill 
they must divest themsélves of the idea that 
the relations between landlords and tenants 
in Ireland were the same as in England. Mr. 
Morley outlined the bill, which proposes to 
establish a board of three arbitrators for a 
period of two years. To this board the landa- 
lords and tenants can apply and have their 
cases examined. If the tenant can establish 
a prima facie case for reinstatement the 
arbitrators are to issue a4 condition. 
al order of reinstatement, which will 
take place if the landlord does not 
object. If the landlord objects the case will 
be argued before the board, and according to 
its decision the order will be made absolute 
or rescinded. The arbitrator fixes the rent 
unless disputed, when the tenant can apply to 
the Land Court for a fair rent. Two years of 
arrears are to be paid, haif by the tenant and 
half by the State. 

“We considered,” said Mr. Morley, 
** whether the money advanced by the State 
should be a loan ora free grant, and we de- 
cided upon the latter. We propose to Appro- 
priate, £100,000 of the Irish church fund for 
part payment of the compensations “and 
arrears.”

First Husband of Mme. Jomaux Believed 
to Have Been Poisoned Also.

Brussets, April 19,—[Copyright, 1894, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—The wildest excite- 
ment prevails regarding the Jomawux affair 
and the wildest rumors are in circulation. -It 
is asserted that. Mme. Faber, the first: mother- 
in-law of Mme. Jomaux, long suspected 
the latter of having poisoned her. first 
husband and communicated her  suspi- 
cions to the authorities. Faber was insured 
in favor of his wife and died in 1886, sup- 
posedly from natural causes. The govern- 
tment has only ascertained the facts, however, 
which are that a considerable dose of mor- 
phine was found in the body of Alfred Ablay 
and that Mme. Jomaux purchased a qhantity 
of morphine herself from a Brussels chemi st 
two days before his death.

‘tion of the bodies of Leonie Ablay and 
Jacques Vanden Kerckhove. Mme, Jdomaux’s 
defense will probably be that her brother 
was a victim of morphinomania, but it is as- 
serted that Hayoit, the Judge of Instruction 
at the present iavestigation in sa where 
Alfred Ablay usually resided, found no copn- 
firmation of the condition of affairs. It is 
freely rumered in Antwerp that M. Jomaux is 
about to be arrested. Public opinion is di- 
vided as to his possible guilt. He is closeted 
in his house and is said to be terribly down- 
cast, whereds Mme.

SAZ-ISBURY DEMANDS DISSOLUTION, 


Tory Peader Scores the Government in Ad- 
dressing the Primrose League. 

Lonpon, April 19.—An enormous audience 
which included many members of the aris- 
tocracy greeted Lord Salisbury when he ad- 
dressed the Primrose League this afternoon 
at Covent Garden Theater. During the 
course of his remarks Lord Saiisbury said 
they were in a position which was critical for 
the endurance of the institutions which it was 
the special mission of the league to sustain. 
If the government meant that the rejection of 
home rule by the House of Lords unjustly in- 
terprets the wishes of the people it was then 
its duty to make the earliest appeal to the 
country, He did not say the government was 
bound to dissolve upon every occasion of dif- 
ference between the two Houses: but when 
the event which caused the difference of 
opinion was of a momentous character and 
aifécting the relations between the two isl- 
ands which had subsisted for seven centuries 
they had no right to decide not to appeal to 
the country. Lord Salisbury then denounced 
the registration bili, which, he said, would 
disfranchise thousands and enfranchise many 
who were mere vagrants.

Ex-Governor of North Carolina Appointed 
to a Place in the Senate. 


Ratgerau, N. G, April 19.—The Hon, T. J. 
Jarvis has been appointed and has accepted 
the. United States Senatorship to succeed 


Senator Vance. 

(Thomas Jordan Jacvis was born in Currituck 
County, N..C., Jan. 18, 1836. He entered Ran- 
dolph-Macon College and completed his course 
there. In June, 1861, he enlisted for the war. 
At Drury’s Bluff he received a wound that 
disabled him. and _ since then his right 
arm bas hung useless at his side. When 
peace came he turned to mercantile pur- 
suits and opened a store in Tyrrell County. 
In the fall of 1865 he was elected to the State 
convention from Currituck. In 1868 he was 
elected as a Democrat to the Legislature from 
Tyrrell and in the fall made an extensive canvass 
as an Electoron the Seymourand Blair ticket. 
When the new Assembly met Capt. Jarvis was 
tendered the Speaker's chair. The Democratic 
Conservative party was then in a formative state 
and the Speaker exerciseda great influence in 
welding the «discordant fragments into 
a solid organization. In 1872 he _ returned 
to the law, but canvassed the State as an 
Elector on the Greeley ticket. Three years later 
he was a member of the constitutional conven- 
tion. In 1876 Gov. Vance was nominated for 
Governor and Capt. Jarvis was placed on the 
ticket with him. Two years later he succeeded 
Gov. Vance. and on the expiration of that term 
he was chosen Governor fora full term. On his 
retirement from the executive office he was ap- 

ointed by President Cleveland United States 
Minister to Brazil. |

During the month of March 305 
cases Were reported, making an average of a 
little over ten a day. During the first eight- 
een days of this month 277 cases were re.

A house to house canvass was inaugurated by 
the department two weeks ago and the work 
is still going forward. In addition to the 
smallpox the officers have discovered that 
diphtheria and scarlet fever prevail in some 
quarters. 

The tents which the Commissioner expected 
to have pitched on the pesthouse gr ounds yes- 
terday were not delivered. They will be 
pitched today, itis thought. It is also ex. 
pected that the frame addition to the hospital 
will be completed by tonight. There will then 
be ample room for the accommodation of all 
patients in the city. The patients in the con- 
tagious disease ward of the County Hospital 
will then be removed.

WHAT HE FINDS IN DRINKING WATER, 


Health Commissioner Reynolds Examines 
Chicago Specimens. 

Health Commissioner Reynolds in his March 
report gives the results of wee«ly| analyses of 
sainples from the several pumping stations. 
All estimates are nade in the metric system, 
the figures of amounts being in parts by 
weight in 100,000 parts by weight of water. 
One part is then equal to one one-thousandth 
per cent. The total solid matter indicates all 
mineral or organic matter, either suspended 
or dissolved in the sample. The loss on igni- 
tion is that portion of the total solids that can 
be burned. When the loss is great more or- 
ganic matter is presert and contamination of 
the water is shown. Free and albuminoid am- 
movias also indicate organic matter and more 
particularly recent contamination. When the 
free ammonia reaches .01 part per 100,000, 
or the albuminoid ammonia .1 part per 
100,000, the water must be looked upon with 
suspicion. When the atbuminoid ammonia 
is relatively higher the contamination is re- 
The chlorides may be due to sewage or 
simply digsolved, The greater part of the 
bacteria are found in all water and are not 
in the least dangerous. Theturbidity is due 
to finely divided clay held in suspension by 
wind agitation. The following is the tabu- 
lated result of three weeks’ examiuations :

It. is understood Mayor Hopkins agrees with 
him. The Police Trial Board order issued 
last night discharges Lieut. Wilken of the 
Summerdale Station for non-payment of 
debts and conduct unbeeoming a police offi- 
cer. and Officer Norcross for not obeying the 
orders of his superior and taking a prisoner 
to the hospital instead of the police station. 
Four other discharges are mentioned for in- 
toxication. Lieut. Morgan Collins has been 
appointed Supt. Brennan’s - private secretary, 
vice Lieut. Frank O'Neill, promoted to Cap- 
tain. Sergt. Dan Lynch was transferred froim 
the Assistant Superintendent's office to chief 
clerk in the office of Secretary Campbell.

It was decided to _provide that on all the’ 
streets upon which a change ig asked an 
underground electric system shat! be used. 
The committee was unanimous on this, 
and Corporation Counsel Rubens, who is in 
accord with Mayor Hopkins, approved it.

MOVABLE WALK FOR THE BIG BRIDGE. 
Chicago Speed to Be Appltied to the Pres- 
ent Slow Transportation Facilities, 
The big Brooklyn bridge at New York may 


| be equipped with a moyable sidewalk such as 


was seen on the World’s Fair pier at Jackson 
Park last summer. The owners of the inven- 
tion, Max E. Schmidt and Joseph Silsbee of 
Chicago, have submitted plans and ‘ specifica- 
sean aoe the introduction of the system to the 
bridge trustees, anda mujority of them are 
said to look with faxorion the project. The 
probability of the sidewalk being adopted 
grows out of the -fact that two years 


ago the. trustees voted to  appro- 
riate $1,500,000 foward increasing the 
acili of the bridge. The idea then was 


to add to the terminal facilities of the cable 
cars which now furnish rapid transit across 
the structure. The Chicago mén propose that 
the eight outside feet of the two twenty-feet 
traffic ways be devoted to the movable side- 
walk.| Three viatforms would be supplied of 
three, six, and nine miles speed, the last plat- 
form to have both open and closed cars or 
seats. These platforms would carry con- 
tinuously 47,000 people an hour over the 
bridge, in seven minutes, which would be, it 
is said, nearly triple the present carrying 
capacity of the cables. Over 40,000,000 
people were carried by the cable lines last 
year. The cost of equipping the bridge with 
the movable walk .would reach $950,000. 
Messrs. Schmidt and Silsbes received a few 
days ago the Edward Longstreet medal of 
merit awarded their invention by the Frank- 
lin Institute of Philadel _ One Longstreet 
inedal is granted annually by the institute for 
the most meritorious invention coming to its 
attention. Mr. Schmidt received the 1804 
award for ‘the multiple speed railway.’’
